The meeting will be geared to 
any land owner who is concerned 
about weed problems on or near 
his land. 

At the meeting the State 
Department of Agriculture will 
update us on the Weed Law and 
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what our responsibility is to 
control Noxious Weeds. Dick 
Jones, County Weed Supervisor, 
will talk about the current weed 
problems and situations in the 
County and Val Warnick will give 
information on the chemicals and 
the cost to control these weeds. 
The Soil Conservation District 
will lead a group discussion on 
what the County, landowners 
and public can do about certain 
weed problems in the County.
